On October 7, 1974, the Oconee County Library Board Committee 
met at 9:30 a.m. at Walton Electric Membership Corporation. The 
purpose of the meeting was to officially begin the fund-raising 
campaign for the new Oconee County Library. A quorem was present. 


Mrs. Ivy introduced Dr. Dallas Tarkenton, Vice-President of 
Athens Academy, who spoke to the group on fund-raising. Next, 
Mrs. Ivy called for progress reports from the chairmen of the 
various projects of the Oconee County Library Committee: 


(1) Oconee County Centennial Cookbook. Mrs. Mell Wells, 
chairman, reported that the books were at the printer 
and would be on sale at the Festival. 


(2) Map. Julie Vorpahl and Jean Holcomb are investigating 
different firms that make maps. 


(3) Sell-a-Brick. Mrs. Kate McDaniel, chairman, reported that 
the Joyce Beckwith Elementary, Myla Bennett Intermediate 
and Kay Shephard High School will be in charge of the 
sale of bricks at the schools. 


(4) Public Relations. Kate McDaniel, chairman, displayed 
a brochure and packet of information being mailed to 
individuals and businesses this week. 


(5) Oconee County Festival, October 26, 1975. Anne Chapell, 
chairman, and Jeannette Bowers reported on plans. 


(6) Major Gifts. Mrs. Oaks and Mrs. Downs reported that 
personal calls would be made. The Remembrance Book in 
which the names of donors would be recorded was displayed. 
It will be placed in the new library. 


(7) Business. Anne Rowan, chairman, announced plans to contact 
all businesses in Oconee County and many in Athens. They 
distributed folders of information to those present and 
assigned businesses to visit. She asked that all businesses 
be contacted in October, if possible. 


The Oconee County Library Board and Committee met on 
November 14, 1974, at 10 a.m. at Friendship Presbyterian Church. 
A quorem was present. Mrs. J.S. Ivy, Jr., chairman, presided. 


Reports were heard from the Festival on October 26, 1974 
(partial report attached); cookbooks; Oconee in Profile sketches 
drawn by Kate McDaniel; business and major gift (memorials) 
division which reported that visits were made in October and 
are still being made; and the Sell-a-Brick Campaign. 


Mrs. Ivy thanked all who had worked so hard on these projects. 


Under new business, a county street map was discussed and 
approved as a money-making project with Julie Vorpahl and Jean 
Holcomb in charge. It was decided to have a rummage sale in 
December, 1974, at Bethel Baptist Church with Mrs. Ivy and Mrs. 
Lizzie Jewell in charge. The leftovers of Festival would be sold 
and everyone asked to donate clothes. It was decided to have 
special publicity campaign for the Oconee County Centennial 
Cookbook and Oconee in Profile sketches to promote purchase for 
Christmas gifts. It was decided that the Library Committee would 
sponsor a float in the Christmas parades of Watkinsville and 
Bogart for publicity. 


After discussion on how to encourage every family in the 
county to contribute to the Library Fund in order to reach our 
goal of $55,000,000, the Board voted to sponsor a Neighborhood 
Appeal campaign for the weekend of December 6-7-8, 1974. Mrs. 
Wendell Dawson will divide the county into 75 areas or neighbor- 
hoods, and Mrs. Ivy will secure workers for each area and provide 
materials for workers. 


Next meeting was set for January 29, 1975.

The Oconee County Library Committee is offering to you in Oconee 
County an opportunity to engage in the first county=ride effort to invest 
in a much needed new library. The enclosed information on the library 
clearly shows two facts. On the positive side, the high circulation per 
capita ( 5.9 books per year) shows the value our citizens nlace on our 
library. It is being used and needed, However, the building is extremely 
inadequate and a handicap to the program, A library is much more than just 
books=—— it is a complete program of services through books, records, 
filmstrips, reading hours and many others that appeal to all ass vroups 
‘whether you are a senior citizen, business person, teacher, parent or 
just a broud citizen who has an intense interest in the cultural assets of 
our county, 

Based on the population of the county and its rapid growth vattern, 
the state recommends a building of 5,000 to 8,000 sq. ft. The County Board 
of Commissioners has given the library acreage on Highway 53 and °20, 000, 
The estimated cost of the building and furnishings is $150, 000+ with the 
state giving the county $75,000 of the cost on a matching basis, So with 
two-thirds of the cost assured , the Library Committee is making a 
concentrated effort to acquire the remaining one-third, “55,000, in order — 
that Oconee County can have a beautiful, adequate library for its eitioane. 
We are asking every organization in the county to help us in this most 
worthy project. Our activities are described in the enclosed newsletter,
